resentatives "shall choose immediately by 
ballot the President" from among the 
three highest candidates. But the vote 
shall be taken by States, each State hav- 
ing one vote, thus preserving the princi- 
ple that the Presidential election is an 
election by States. In case tbe Presiden- 


tion of 182-1. During the campaign for 
his re-election, the opposition taking the 
name of Whig held the first National 
Convention (1331,) nominating Clay, and 
the Democrats followed in 1836 by nomi- 
nating Mr. Van Buren in that way. Mr. 
Van Buren was elected on that occasion, 
but was defeated at the polls by General 
Harrison in 1840 and was defeated in 
the convention in 1844 by the adoption of 
the two-thirds rule, which has ever since 
characterized the Democratic Convention. 
The Republican the National Conventions 
began with the nomination of Fremont 
in 1856, and have not changed form ma- 
terially since the convention which nom- 
inated Lincoln. The first conventions 
were held in the fall a year before the 
elections. 


Washington, Jefferson, Madison, Mon- 


roe, Jackson, Lincoln and Grant were ail 
elected for two terms, and Grant was tbe 
only one who tried for a third.

Adamses were candidates for re-election 
and failed. Van Buren was a candidate 
for re-election against the same candi- 
date and was defeated; then he was 
a candidate before his convention the 
third time and failed of nomination, as 
above stated, and, for the fourth time, 
took a Free-Soil nomination to "heat the 
other fellow." makina four campaigns in 
succession in which he was in the field 
— and only one term in the Presidency. 
Charles C. Piockney and Henry Clay are 
the only candidates who ever ran twice 
and failed of aa election at all—the 
former ia 1804 and 1308, and the latter 
in 1332 and ISU.—Syrmijftcld 
(Mass.)

Thecountry is divided 
into twenty-one provinces, and in distri- 
bution of solid timber and water will 
compare favorably with the United States.

tial election had gone to the House this 
year, that body would have elected a Dem- 
ocrat, as the State delegations stand 
twenty-three Democratic to fourteen Re- 
publican, not counting Florida, which 
would be evenly divided. To constitute 
a quorum under these circumstances, 
members must be present from two- 
thirds of the States, and a. majority of all 
tbe States is necessary to a choice. 
In 


the case of a" failure to elect a Vice 
President, one shall be chosen by the 
Senate, voting individually, a majority of 
its whole number being necessary to a 
choice. A parson to be eligible as Pres- 
ident of the United States must be a 
natural bora citizen, thirty-five years 'of 
age and a resident within the United 
States for fourteen years. 


It is a frequent suggest ion that a direct 


popular vote would be a great improve- 
ment upon this elaborate machinery of 
Electors, but that is open to grave doubt. 
Although the Electors are mere clerks 
and do not exercise that corrective upon 
the popular choice which the fathers ex- 
pected they would, they constitute a 
ready and inexpensiva means of arriving 
at the result, and their existence is a 
great bulwark of the power of the States 
as States. For instance, in the elec- 
tion, if the result had depended on the 
popular vote, it would have taken several 
weeks to ascertain that General Garfield 
had a plurality of 7,018 votes in tbe 
enormous total of 9,204,428 votes—less 
than one-tenth of one per cent. But 
with tbe Electoral system, it was readily 
ascertained on the night of the election 
that while each of the two candidates had 
carried nineteen States, General Garfield 
had 214 Electoral votes and General 
Hancock 155. It may well be claimed 
for the Electoral College that no system 
has ever been put in practice disposing 
of so vast concerns with equal facility, 


How A HOUSE JOCKEY LIVES.—For 


a steady boy in a good stable, who really 
rides well, obeys orders, and is honest, 
the precnniary rewards are considerable, 
says the Mirror of American Sports. 
A 


salary of $80 or $100 per month, sup. 
plemented by $25 for riding, $50 for 
winning a race, with occasional tips for 
pullin^off a big event, easily runs up to 
$3,000 or $4,000 a year, or twice the 
emolument of an average lawyer, doctor 
or engineer, and fully up to the income 
of the captain of an ocean steamer, with 
his great weight of responsibility. Great 
jockeys, of course, do much better than 
this. They are paid like prime donne or 
fashionable preachers. But the jockey's 
life has its shadows. 
His nerve may fail, 


when his occupation is gone, for race 
horses are often vicious brutes and very 
quick to detect a lack of courage and de- 
cision on the part of their riders. 
Even 


worse,, when the jockey may begin to take 
on flesh, when be either becomes too 
heavy to ride or is condemned to a life 
of matyrdom to keep down the growing 
corpulency. 
To this forced wasting may 


be attributed many shortened lives and 
broken constitutions. 
Then there 'are 


temptations to drink and excess, destruc- 
tive to nerve and brain, and insidious 
temptations to dishonesty. 
Lastly, there 


is an ever present danger from falls and 
collisions.

The average price of regular wheat, says 


tlie Chicago Tribune, known in Board of 
Trade parlance as "No. 2 spring," for the 
year 1883 was 1.10; per bushel. The 
average price for the last eighteen years 
ending December I I , 1883, was $i'o4i. 
The average price for the last two months 
has been about 75 cents. 


With these figures n, hand, the Tnliuna 


set about solving the question, how much 
has this reduction of over 25 percent in 
wheat benefited the consumer » Is a loaf 
of bread any bigger, or any better, or any 
cheaper than it was a year ago * The an- 
swer is not wholly satisfactory. ln ,ome 
cases the consumers have been given the 
full value of the reduction , in others the 
bakers have added it to the profits , and 
m many the surplus has been about equal- 
ly divided between baker and consumer. 
It has not been shown that the millers 
have gamed anything by the reduction 
if they have it is but a trifle. 
It takes 


four and one-half bushelsof wheat to make 
a barrel of Hour, and as the offal or bran 
pays for the barrels and cost of grindhr, 
the difference between the price of the 
wheat and the flour is clear profit to th 
miller. The cost of a barrel of flou 
would therefore he f 3.37i with wheat a 
at 75 cents per bushel. If the wholesale 
price of this flour is$4.7j the miller'spro- 
fitis»l.a7i. 
Of course this is not a ne 


profit, as the value of the mil]er', invested 
capital and many incidental expenses are 
left out of the question. 
It is claimed 


on ^ the oue hand that the keen com- 
petition in the business and the present 
condition of the trade render the flour- 
milling buaiQCMaiiyiUiiij. but profitable, 
while on the other hand it is argued that 
the price of flour is still above its actual 
proportionate value, and might be sold at 
a much lower price and still leave a fair 
profit for the miller. 


The wholesale price of "Minnesota 


straights," or regular bakers' flour, last 
year was $5.50 to ,f 0 per barrel. 
The 


"patents," or highest grade of flour, cost 
last year $7 to f7 15. The present 
price is $5.75 to S6. The first named 
class is used for making all ordinary 
bread : the sscond is used only in extra 
quality, fancy or "Eureka" breads. 


No matter how flour may fluctuate in 


price, the price of a loaf remains the 
same. 
A reduction of $1 per barrel in 


flour would make only a reduction of i 
fraction of a cent in the price of a loaf. 
Since the present reduction in flour some 
of the first-class bakeries have added two 
ounces to the weight of each loaf, sorm; 
of the bakeries have added oue ounce, 
and some give the same sized loaf as be- 
fore, claiming that the difference is too 
little to allow of their making any change 
A barrel of flour will make 320 thirteen- 
ounce loaves, 297 fourteen-ounce, 277 
fiaeen-ounce, 200 sixteen-ounce, or 231 
eighteen ounce. 
A reduction of 60 to 70 


cents per barrel will allow the baker to 
add one ounce to his loaves and still have 
the same profit. 
Last year the common 


bread, retailed at five cents per loaf and 
sold wholesale at four cents, was made in 
fourteen-ounce 
loaves at the leading 


wholesale bakeries. 
It is 
now made 


fourteen, fifteen and sixteen ounce size, 
and the consumer can easily test the 
fairness of bis baker by weighing a loaf. 
Given the weight of the loaf, it is no 
hard matter to figure up the baker's 
profits. 


The flour is not the only article used 


that is lower than last year ; yeast, for 
instance, that was 25 cents per pound 
iast year, is now only five cents, and labor, 
fuel and other items of expenditure have 
also been in some degree reduced. 
The 


average cost of manufacture, including 
abor, rent, and everything except flour, 
might be put down at $2 per barrel for 
the wholesale bakeries. 
With |5 for 


flour this will make $7, which is about 
the maximum cost for common bread at 
present. 
The product will be 260 six- 


teen-ounce loaves, which, at four cents 
each, amounts to 110.40, leaving a 
handsome profit of $3,40 per barrel," or 
nearly 50 per cent. 
But if the baker I 


makes his dough into fifteen-ounce loaves ' 
the returns will be $11.08 per barrel, and 
if into fourteen-ounce it will be $11.88 | 
per barrel, a profit of $4.88. But to the ' 
larger bakeries, using twenty-five to forty ' 
barrels of flour daily, the profits are un- 
doubtedly even greater than thin. The 
cost of distribution may be greater, but 
it is more than conterbalanoed by the 
abor saving and other advantages inci- 
dent to extensive manufacture. 
On the 


whole, it is not too much to expect and de- 
mand that the five-cent loaf of common 
bread shall at presant ba of good quality 
and a full pound ia wei ght. 


The superfine bread sold by most of the 


leading bakeries is made with milk from 
"patent" flour, and is sold at six or seven 
cents per loaf. Some of the bakers are 
now making thess loaves eighteen ounces, 
the former weight being fifteen and six- 
teen. 
Aa eighteen-ounce loaf of the 


finest flour made with dairy milk is not 
dear at seven cents to people who can 
afford such a luxury, but it is not by any 
means to be recommended as a substitute 
for a plain one pound, five cent loaf in 
a laboring man's family, where every cent 
counts. 


Some years ago, when competition in 


tbe baking trade was exceedingly keen 
and when the weight of a loaf was of less 
consideration than its size, some bakers 
began making big spongy, soggy loaves 
from bad flour, whitened with alum and 
loubly swollen wHh extra least,, the bread 
being-of a character that was deleterious 
'Jo, heaHh, The more respectable bakers 
¥»et this competition, by agitating for 


uumicipal acliou on the subject, and ev- 
ontually a series of ordinances wero passed 
providing that bread should be pure and 
wholesome and sold only by avoirdupois 
weight. For a short tima the ordinance 
was obeyed, -ind the manufacture of the 
cheap sponge loaves put to an end. Grad- 
ually the ordinances, like many others in 
the municipal code, fell into disuse, and 
came to be regarded as n dead letter. 
The "pound" loaf dwindled to 15,14, 13, 
nnd finally to 12 ounces. 
Its weight was 


determined solaly by the honesty of t!ie 
baker who made it and the grocer who 
sold it. But the ordinances, it is al- 
leged, changed the trade considerably by 
educating the people on the value of 
bread, so that the trade in tbe cheaply- 


e article has been practically killed. 


The proprietors of the first class bakeries 


they would like to see the ordinance 


enforced and bread sold by weight only, 
but they also add that there is but little 
necessity at present for the law. Probably 
there is a big trade still done io the 


weighing dyspeptic loaf, and it 


1 be well if householders would clip 


this article out for reference and'see that 
their grocers give them fair and honest 
value. That is the only way to bring the 
bakers to time. 


As a fit conclusion to the above we 


learn from a London letter to IhePiitsbur'/h 
Dispatch; That there is a general outcry 
in Europe, that, while wheat has gon. 
down to the lowest point reached during 
the present century, bread remains as 
dear as ever. The bakers and the millers 
are so far the only men who get the bene- 
fits of the bountiful crop. 
Bread sells in 


London at about 4 cents a pound, and 
pays 300 per cent profit to tha miller and 
baker. 
In some places in the southern 


part of England the same quality of bread 
is sold at a little over two cents a pound, 
and pays a good profit to tho producer at 
that. There is, however, nothing to bo 
astonished at in these extortions ofjthe 
trade when we take into consideration 
the fabulous prices which are paid for 
tea, coffee, sugar and other articles of 
first necessity, at retail, and the unpre- 
cedentedly low prices at which they are 
sold wholesale. Tea, for instance, sells 
at auction in London at about 20 cents a 
pound, and can not be bought at retail 
at less than 80 ceoia. 


THE OAEJtlEE OF A DUDE. 


It is singular how men of no fortune 


sometimes manage to live like princes in 
our great cities, and curious stories are 
told of them, but none more singular than 
that of a young fellow who is just now at- 
tracting 
attention in New York. A 


writer in the Brooklyn Etvjle recounts the 
bllowing respecting him : 


He has been going at a terrific rate for 


wo years. 
I shall call him Smith, be- 


atise it is not his name. 
He is an ideal 


dude. His figure is slim and almost to 
emaciation, his chest narrow, his arms and 
legs long, and his face absolutely color- 
less. More than this, it is an effeminate 
face, with small features, weak eyes and 
an irresolute mouth. 
It is 
familiar 


to half the people in New York. 
At 


every event of importance this pale and 
lanquid little dude is on hand, lie has 
an extraordinary assortment of clothes, 
wears numberless rings, and is usually ac- 
companied by a valet. 
He comes of very 


respectable people. I knew bis mother 
and several of his relatives. 
They have 


nothing to do with him, and his namo is 
never mentioned ac home. 
About two, 


years ago he got into a scrape up-town 
for which he needed ready money at once. 
He begged bis people to give him a 
thousand dollars, and they refused point 
blank. Then he gathered all of his 
mother's diamonds, pledged thera for 
about $8000 and took a steamer for 
Paris. When he arrived there lie walked 
into a commission house, asked the head 
of the firm for a pointer, and languidly 
tossed him a check for $7000 for invest- 
ment. One turn of the bourse landed 
him nearly $20,000 ahead. He made a 
few more successful speculations, drew 
all the amount of his gains, which bad 
then reached about $30,000, and prepared 
to "see" Paris. Ha was then twenty 
years old. 
Of course, no one knew that 


when he speculated in thousand dollar 
lots that he was risking his whole fortune 
at every turn of the market. He was so 
placid and serene during his operations 
that they gave him credit for having a 
big fortune in reserve. Mr. Smith made 
things howl in Paris. He lived there four 
months, spent every penny he had, and 
returned to America with half a dczen 
trunks filled with clothes, no end of jewel- 
ry, leaving the tradesmen of Paris dole- 


! ful and forlorn. He owed money right 
and left in the French capital, but he 
never allowed it to worry him. When be 
arrived in New York he had another in- 
terview with his family, but he was so 
thoroughly unmanageable that he was 
again tossed out of the house, which he 
has never since entered. 
A little crowd 


of sycophants hung around him for a 
time, but they have nearly all deserted 
him now, and he lias but one companion— 
a man, who is said to be an adventurer 
and whom nobody knows. The little 
dude goes everywhere, as I said above. 
He may be seen driving on the avenue iu 
the afternoon in a trap that is strictly 
correct in every detail, and he attends tha 
theatre and opera steadily.

A great many 
people will practice some wholesome 
economy this winter. There will also 
be a number of persons 
who 
will 


econorni/e in their spending, the effect of 
which will not be so healthy. Compul- 
sory economy exists with some. It is a 
whim with others and a matter of policy 
with the remainder. To the compulsory 
economist we have nothing to say. The 
mnn who spends nothing btcauso he has 
nothing to spend is not to be reasoned 
with. He (will keep on pursuing the 
same course because he has no other 
road to go. He takes Hobson's choice. 
Although the choice is a miserable one, 
there ia do other preferable. 
We dis- 


miss all consideration of his case be- 
cause consideration can effect nothing. 


But it is different when we come to 


the man who takes a whim to be econo- 
mical, or adopts it as a matter of policy. 
If he has money and credit he is either 
to be blamed or praised for the style or 
lack of style of his living. Let us look 
at his case in the light of the present and 
consider whether his notions are to be 
regarded as wise or foolish ones. Hard 
Times strikes a heavy blow at the indus- 
tries of the country. Workingmen are 
out of employment or are working at re- 
duced wages and on short time. The 
loom stands idle and the brawny arm of 
the artisan is at rest. Forced economy 
Is practiced by many and the problem of 
bow to make both ends meet is solved 
with various degrees of success. 
The 


man who has a bountiful income views 
these tilings. He takes a notion to be 
economical also.He reduces his expenses. 
He makes bis last year's clothes do ser- 
vica f»r unothei suiiBon. lie gives up 
his finn cigars. He avoids places of 
amusement. His little suppers with his 
boon companions are stopped. He neglects 
to put liis contribution into the church 
fund and in every direction ho tries to 
make n dollar go as far as five did before. 
While others are eating into their cap- 
ital he adds to his wealth, and fancies 
perhaps, that he is doing a very commend- 
able tiling. 
Is bel He has lessened 


the income of bis tailor, of his shoemaker, 
of the tobacconist, of the hotel keeper. 
He has dono all in his power to close the 
manufactories of cloth, of hosiery, he has 
put bis foot down on the tanneries, and 
he has withdrawn his support to the 
cause of religion. 
It is true that the ac 


tion of this one individual in the United 
States would not be perceptible, but ii 
the head of every family in the land 
would pursue the same policy the aggre- 
gate uould present appalling figures. 
There nre perhaps twelve million famil- 
ies in tlie United States. If each family 
would lessen its expenditures but two 
hundred dollars per annum the sum total 
would 
amount to two 
billion 
four 


hundred million dollars' 
Think of it. 


How easy for a person in comfortable cir- 
cumstances to reduce tbo expenses of his 
family two hundred dollars a year, but il 
each family in the Nation should pursue 
even that small a scale of economy, what 
direful results would follow. The tola 
value of the product of the mechanical am 
manufacturing industries of the nation in 
the year 1880 reached 95,369,579,191. A 
saving of $200 in each family per annun 
would reduce the manufactured products 
of the country nearly one-half. 
Every 


other man employed in the variqus indus- 
tries over the country would have to go 
It would throw out of employment in 
Bucks county twelve hundred people am 
lessen the value of its products over three 
millions of dollars per annum. 


The duty of every patriotic citizen in 


these times of depression, tu view of the 
above facts, Ms plain. It is to spend al 
he can afford. 
Unless there are specia 


reasons to the contrary he should live 
clear up to his income. lie should give 
employment to others whenever possible 
and contribute his share towards creat- 
ing a demand for products that the com 
pulrory economy of others has destroyed

FORTY F.IOIIT COKORES8. 


The second session of the forty-eighth 


Congress of the United States opened at 
Washington at noon on Monday last. The 
officers having been chosen at tne last 
session, there was no delay in receiving 
President Arthur's annual message, of 
which the following is a brief abstract. 


After congratulating the nation on the 


orderly conducting and peaceful settle- 
ment of the late election, the President 
calls the attention of the Congress to the 
necessity of providing more precise and 
definite regulations for counting the elec- 
toral vote, as a matter of the greatest im- 
portance. The nation is at peace with all 
foreign powers. He recommends the ac- 
quriment of property for Consular uses in 
the East, and urges the placing of the 
Consular and Diplomatic service upon a 
basis more benefiting the nation's honor 
and more beneficial to the nation's inter- 
ests ; and revision of the neutrality and 
naturalization laws. He announces the 
conclusion of a treaty with Nicaragua for 
the construction of a canal and a railroad 
and telegraph line, a commercial conven- 
tion with Spain, and a proposition to neg- 
otiate an extradition treaty with the 
German Empire. 


The 
President, reviewing National 


finances, recommends tbe immediate sus- 
pension of the coinage of silver dollars 
and of thu issue of silver certificates, the 
withdrawn! of $1 and $2 bills, and the re- 
demption of trade dollars at a little more 
than their bullion value. He renews his 
recommendation that all Internal Revenue 
taxes be abolished save those on distilled

army.

they have been honorably conspicuous on 
every battlefield where the British troop 
were victorious. Skye alone supplied ten 
thousand of Wellington's best soldiers in 
the I'rninsular war, and of those ten 
thousand, only sixteen hundred were lei 
to do aaod service at Waterloo.

spite (if this, beside the injustices the; 
have endured, and are enduring to-day 
in their highland homes, the hardships o 
the Irish peasantry—except in occasiona 
years of acute famine—sink into instg 
nificance.

years the traditions of their predecessor 
were strong in tbe hearts of the ne 
chicftnu landlords,and they never attempt 
ed to put any of thoir recently ncquirec 
powers into foico , so that it was a Ion, 
time before the the confiding peasantr 
awoke to the consciousness of the exten 
of the change in their condition. But a 
length the freezing process began , nm 
then th ay awoke--* bitter awakening, too 
it was. 


It occurred to one of the lairds that il 


instead of allowing his land to remain 
plotted out into a hundred or so smal 
holdings ho were to turn all his tenant 
out and convert the entire estate into a 
sheep firm, the profits which had hitherto 
been divided between the whole clan 
would nil come into his own pocket. So lie 
set to work. Notice to quit was servec 
on the entire clan 
At first the clansmen 


found it hard to believe that the son o 
their old chieftains really intended to turn 
his entire family adrift on the world 
but he did intend . and, with British of- 
ficers to back him, he did it. Two or 
three families were allowed to remain as 
herders, and the rest were hustled out to 
rnaki room for sheep. It was a profitable 
venture, and other lairds all over the 
country followed. Village after village 
was deserted. Families were driven out 
by hundreds from their hereditary hearth- 
sides to wander homeless on the bleak 
highlands. Thousands upon thousands ol 
land cultivated for years was left to lie 
unfilled until the heather crept over it, 
hiding the old traces of the plough and 
clambering over tbe rotting walls of tbe 
dismantled 
homesteads. 
Some of the 


clans—us the Macdonnells—emigrated to 
Canada en Woe. Others merely melted 
away—scattered themselvesin detail over 
the world, so that a few isolated bearers 
of the i roud old names in America, Aus- 
tralia and England are all that remain of 
once powerful clans. Others again clung 
together, and wandered off the fertile 
land* to the cheerless and barren sea 
shore*. There was no danger of being 
turned out to make way for sheep here, 
for tbe soil would not support one sheep 
to fifty acres. Here, then, perched on 
cliffs and huddled among rocks, they built 
themsehes a miserable handful of huts in 
the verj teeth of tbe bitter Atlantic gales. 
There they are to»day, still strong and 
hardy and sober-minded, but outcasts, 
poverty-stricken to an almost incredible 
degree, with the' perpetual danger of 
starvation staring them in the face. 


Their old homes, meanwhile, have been 


subjected to a yet further injustice and 
indignlt). Sheep farming, with Ameri- 
can and Australian competition, soon 
became less profitable than formerly, so 
one raoie step toward devastation was 
taken. Tbe sheep wero in their turn 
ousted to make way for deer. Tbe few 
families at herders were again reduced to 
a still smaller number of gillies, till 
hundred-, of thousands of acres, township 
after township, even county upon county, 
once thickly populated, are to-day lying 
'waste as deer forests, where for ten 
months of tbe year not a human foot but 
those of the gillies treads, and in the odd 
'two months a few dozen wealthy "sports- 
men" muke holiday here and kill a score 
or so of stags. It is for this that hun- 
dreds of fantta of noble men and women 
have teed Minod oat on the sea shore to 
starve1. Tet, even in their miserable 
holdings among tbe crags and sand wastes, 
the land still belongs to somebody. Even 
'here, where every man, woman sod child 
'1ms to work bird ill tbe cheeriest yew 
-round merely to keep alive, they are ex-' 
pected to pay rent. Still no murmur was 
'made by the strong, sober minded High- 
' landers. They did their best to pay their 


rent; and, when they failed, for a lonj, 
time they submitted to be once mor 
sold up and evicted from their homes 
In IreUnd, where something of the SUM 
course of injustice was foUowed, long be- 
fore this la it stage was reached the spiri 
ot armed r< volt was abroad, leagues wer 
organised, the unjust laws defined, am 
landlords end agents shot. The Scot- 
crofters, OB the other hand, sent petition 
to her majesty and her majesty's govern 
ment for u royal commission to inquir 
into their i-ocdition, and see to their re- 
dress. Tta nearest approach to lawless 
ness they have made was to assemble t 
the numbei of two thousand to preven 
the sheriff* from making evictions. Thi 
they did q lietly, and without any sho 
of violence, and then went borne Again 
The sheriffs appealed for aid from th 


taty and police to enable them to en 


force the law. The police were sent 
Again the poor crofters assembled, an 
in such numbers that, bad they chosei 
they could have swept the small band o 
officers into the sea.

This suggested the con 
struction of a sieve that would separate 
the little particles of tbe kernel that cling 
to tbe shucl. when It has been broken up 
and ground to pieces. It was successful, 
and the flour secured in this way, while 
small in quantity is of superb quality. 
This latter process was only made possi- 
>le by the new method of grinding wheat 
that has been generally adopted by all the 
arge mills in tbe country.

"Most of the millstones in use in this 


country are of French burr, a silicious 
rock, containing many small rough cavi- 
ies, and requiring less preparation than 
perfectly plain stone.

>nsin.' A quarry lias been worked for 
many y< ars in the valley of the Savannah 
liver, about one hundred miles above the 
ity of Savannah, and tlie quality of 
tones secured are said to be almost equal 
o those produced in France. The lower 
tone has generally a smooth grinding* 
urface. The moving stone is bellowed 
toward the <-entre to allow the material 
round to flow freely between the grind- 
ng surfaces The faces of both stones 
uive to ha sut with straight grooves ip 
irection inclined radii. The edges of 
1C grooves are thus given a cutting ac- 


tion soiuewlmt resembling that of scissor 
blades, and a tendency to force the grain 
outward toward the circumference U se- 
cured, th\s accelerating the feeding and 
avoiding choking. To do this work per- 
fectly requires an enormous amount of 
practice, and nn apprentice must derve for 
four or^five years on cheap stones before 
he is allowed to touch the most valuable 
ones. Machines were once invented to 
do the cutting, but they were not a suc- 
cess 
It was a bard business to learn, 


and in its day was very profitable. Mod- 
ern innovations, however, have no sym« 
pathy for workingmen, and in ten years 
it is doubtful if there will be a millstone 
in use in 
this 
country."—Cleveland
